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Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 


The  Rural  District  of  Glanford  Brigg  comprises  an  area 
of  about  136,595  acres.  The  population  at  census  1931  was 
28,177,  in  1934  28,280.  The  district  is  bounded  on  the  North 
and  East  by  the  River  Humber,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Gainsborough,  Caistor  and  Grimsby,  and  on  the 
West  by  the  River  Trent.  To  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Area 
was  added  in  1936,  the  Winterton  Urban  Area,  3,818  acres, 
and  Roxby-cum-Risby  Urban  Area,  comprising  4,900  acres. 
Portion  of  the  Parish  of  Wrawby  was  removed  from  the  Rural 
District  (added  to  Brigg  Urban  District). 

Two  parallel  ranges  of  hills  cross  the  District  running 
approximately  North  and  South,  they  are  called  the  Cliff  and  the 
Wolds.  The  former  has  an  average  elevation  of  200  feet  above 
datum.  It  is  formed  of  oolite  limestone.  The  latter  running 
in  a South  Easterly  direction  from  Barton-on-Humber  and 
South  Ferriby,  is  much  wider,  with  an  average  width  of  8 miles. 
The  formation  is  chalk.  The  area  West  of  the  Cliff  drains  into 
the  Trent.  The  valley  between  the  Cliff  and  the  Wolds  is 
drained  by  the  River  Ancholme,  which  reaches  the  Humber  at 
Ferriby  Sluice.  East  of  the  Wolds  the  streams  drain  into  the 
Humber.  The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  but  many 
of  the  population  work  in  the  adjacent  Borough  of  Scunthorpe, 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel.  Other  industries 
are  beet  sugar  manufacture,  ship  building,  artificial  manure 
manufacture,  poultry  food  and  cement  manufacture,  brick 
making,  refining  of  crude  oil,  refining  of  cane  sugar,  etc.

NOTES  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  for  1948,  20-44  and  10-59, 
compare  favourably  with  those  of  other  districts. 

In  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  during  1947  these  rates 
were  respectively  22-83  and  11 -35,  so  there  have  been  fewer 
Births  and  fewer  Deaths  this  year. 

Deaths  from  Measles  (1)  and  from  Whooping  Cough  (4) 
are  not  so  good  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  considering 
the  large  number  of  cases  they  are  not  above  the  average. 

Deaths  from  Heart  Disease  are  higher  than  in  1947  and 
numbered  100 — 57  Males  and  43  Females. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  no  Deaths  from  Diphtheria 
and  a low  total  of  12  cases.  This  is  the  reward  of  Immunisation 
assiduously  practised  over  a period  of  years. 

There  were  no  fatal  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis.

With  the  advent  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1948, 
the  Lindsey  County  Council  became  the  responsible  authority 
for  Ambulance  Services.  They  subsidised  a scheme  for  a 
service  to  cover  the  County  with  a main  station  at  Scunthorpe 
and  sub-stations  at  Boston  and  Cleethorpes  and  Market  Rasen. 
This  gave  no  sub-station  to  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  or 
Brigg  Urban  District.  A deputation  of  officers  of  both 
Councils  attended  at  Lincoln  to  put  their  case  before  the 
County  Council  and  the  Chief  Ambulance  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  It  was  pointed  out  that  it  was  difficult  to 
service  the  large  area  of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District — 
population  30,000 — from  Scunthorpe,  particularly  in  foggy 
weather  or  on  ice  bound  roads,  and  Medical  Practitioners  in 
Brigg  were  concerned  that  the  Brigg  Hospital,  in  frequent  use, 
should  not  have  an  Ambulance  near  at  hand.  The  County 
Council  did  not  agree,  and  pleaded  that  there  was  a shortage 
of  Ambulances  and  that  service  from  Scunthorpe  was  sufficient. 
This  opinion  was  strongly  contested  by  Medical  Practitioners 
from  Brigg  and  District,  including  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  In  my  opinion  this  view  is  still  the  correct  one,  and 
while  admiting  that  a good  service  is  being  provided  at  present, 
considering  the  distances,  I consider  that  there  should  be  a 
sub-station  at  Brigg  to  avoid  delay  in  urgent  cases  and  to 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  Local  Hospital.

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Precautions  taken  on  occurrence  of  a case  of 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  case  is  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Medical 
Officer.  In  the  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  Smallpox,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  or  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  by  both  Officials. 

The  Inspector  renders  on  the  day  of  his  visit  a report  on 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the  efficiency  of  isolation. 

A written  questionnaire  as  to  inmates  of  the  house,  source 
of  infection,  etc.,  is  thus  perused  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity.  The  case  is  removed 
to  an  Isolation  Hospital  where  considered  expedient. 

Where  the  case  is  isolated  at  home,  instructions  and 
liquid  disinfectant  are  given  to  those  nursing  the  patient,  and  a 
card  is  left  for  the  Medical  Attendant  to  complete  when 
disinfection  may  safely  be  carried  out. 

In  particular  cases,  infected  bedding  or  mattresses  are 
destroyed,  and  compensation  is  paid  after  consideration  of  the 
merits  of  the  case  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Rural 
District  Council.  It  is  essential  that  no  bedding  should  be 
destroyed  until  inspected  by  an  official  of  the  Council,  or 
in  exceptionally  urgent  circumstances  a qualified  Medical 
Practitioner  who  can  testify  as  to  its  condition.

Notes  on  the  Incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases,  1948. 

Major  Infectious  Diseases  numbered  71,  compared  with 
114  in  1947.  This  constitutes  a healthy  year  as  far  as  the 
district  generally  is  concerned. 

There  were  epidemics  of  Measles  and  Chickenpox, 
starting  in  the  West  of  the  district  in  January,  February  and 
March,  and  spreading  to  the  East  in  April  and  May.  A second 
epidemic  occurred  on  the  East  side  in  October,  November  and 
December.  Total  cases  of  minor  diseases  were: —

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

From  July  4th,  1948,  with  the  entrance  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1948,  control  of  Immunisation  passed  to 
the  Lindsey  County  Council,  and  all  records  held  by  your 
Council  were  handed  over  at  the  request  of  that  body  and  a 
receipt  obtained. 

At  the  time  of  handing  over,  the  area  was  well  immunised 
and  the  Council’s  figure  for  Diphtheria  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  previous  years,  as  has  been  the  case  in 
all  Districts.  If  under  the  new  system  boosting  doses  are 
maintained,  the  position  should  remain  satisfactory.

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New  Legislation  during  1948. 

Daring  the  year  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1948, 
came  into  being,  replacing  the  National  Health  Insurance,  and 
the  National  Assistance  Section  replaces  Public  Assistance. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  were  taken  over  by  the 
Lindsey  County  Council,  who  called  in  the  records  of  the 
various  District  Councils. 

Hospitals  were  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Sheffield,  and  Brigg  was  included  in  the  Scunthorpe 
group  of  Hospitals,  comprising  Scunthorpe  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  Brigg  County  Infirmary,  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
and  Brumby  Maternity  Home. 

Admission  of  cases  to  Hospital  is  by  direct  application 
to  the  Hospital,  or  to  a Bed  Bureau  situated  at  the  Grimsby 
and  District  Hospital. 

In  infectious  cases,  however,  it  is  desirable  that 
admission  should  be  through  or  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
Local  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  responsible 
for  prevention  of  spread  and  disinfection,  and  who  has  to 
record  the  incidence  of  disease  daily  in  his  District  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

District  Nursing  Associations  have  been  taken  over  by 
the  County  Council. 
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Foods  Section. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  new  applications  for 
registrations  has  increased,  and  the  first  inspection  of  these 
new  Dairy  Farms  are  carried  out  together  with  a representative 
from  the  Lindsey  Agricultural  Executive  Committee. 

The  initial  visits  are  in  the  form  of  advisory  inspections, 
and  applicants  are  immediately  informed  of  any  structural  works 
necessary,  or  alterations  in  the  method  of  milk  production,  so 
that  the  premises  can  be  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order. 

Some  delay  in  complying  with  the  Order,  however,  is 
caused  by  the  shortage  of  Dairy  Equipment. 

Our  efforts  to  persuade  Dairy  Farmers  to  improve  their 
premises  and  apply  for  a Licence  to  produce  one  of  the 
Designated  Milks  has  met  with  some  success  during  the  year, 
and  in  this  repect  co-operation  with  the  County  Council,  as  the 
Licensing  Authority  for  Designated  Milks  has  been  very  helpful. 

It  has  been  agreeable  to  notice  during  1948  that  there  is 
much  more  interest  being  taken  in  the  production  of  Designated 
Milks,  and  many  enquiries  have  been  received. 

(b)  Meat. 

As  in  the  previous  years,  Meat  Inspectors  in  the 
Department  have  given  their  advice  on  request  in  the  case  of 
privately  owned  pigs  slaughtered  for  home  consumption,  but 
not  intended  for  sale. 

Each  Winter,  efforts  are  made  to  widen  the  scope  of  this 
service,  but  it  is  of  course  understood  that  there  is  no  obligation 
on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  inspect  such  meat,  and  our  advice 
is  only  offered  on  the  request  of  the  owner.

Scavenging. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  have  maintained  8 motor 
vehicles,  each  with  a team  of  Driver  and  2 Loaders,  full  time 
on  scavenging  work.  Other  vehicles  are  on  order  to  replace 
two  old  vehicles  of  pre-war  date.  There  is  now  only  one 
Contractor  left  in  the  district,  and  the  scheme  for  removing 
nightsoil  and  dry  refuse  gives  practically  100%  cover  of  the 
whole  district. 

The  Refuse  Tips  used  by  the  Council  are  usually  situated 
in  disused  quarries,  and  owing  to  the  depths  it  is  sometimes 
difficult  to  carry  out  controlled  tipping.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  tips  are  frequently  misused  by  unauthorised  persons,  and 
efforts  must  now  be  made  to  remedy  certain  defects  at  some 
of  the  tips. 

The  cleansing  work  is  supervised  by  a General  Foreman, 
and  generally  speaking,  the  Council  can  be  considered  fortunate 
in  having  gathered  together  such  a good  team  of  workmen  to 
carry  out  this  type  of  work. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  November,  1948,  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  an 
inquiry  into  the  Council’s  application  to  provide  Sewage 
Schemes  in  the  Parishes  of  Kirton  Lindsey,  Gunness,  Scawby 
and  Barnetby. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  it  is  known  that  the 
Minister  has  approved  in  principle  the  schemes  at  Gunness, 
Kirton  Lindsey,  and  Barnetby;  and  in  the  case  of  Scawby,  the 
Minister  considers  that — “the  need  for  this  scheme  is  not 
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sufficiently  urgent  to  warrant  it  being  carried  out  at  the  present 
time,  and  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  deferred  for  the 
time  being.” 

This  decision  was  disappointing  to  the  Council,  but  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  there  is  the  likelihood  of  three  Sewage 
Schemes  proceeding  in  the  near  future.

This  is  disappointing, and  a good  deal  of  apprehension 
is  felt  throughout  the  district  by  both  householders  and  farmers.

A succession  of  dry  periods,  such  as  we  have  had  lately, 
is  certain  to  give  rise  to  shortages  in  certain  parts  of  the  district, 
and  it  is  well  known  that  the  Dairy  Farming  Industry  in  this 
area  cannot  be  fully  exploited,  solely  because  of  the  shortage 

of  water. 


In  December,  1948,  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  exercise 
of  powers  by  virtue  of  Sec.  14  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  made 
the  North  East  Lincolnshire  Area  (Conservation  of  Water) 
Order,  1948.  The  area  defined  comprises  of  a considerable 
portion  of  North  Lincolnshire  and  includes  the  Parishes  of 
Barrow,  Croxton,  East  Halton,  Goxhill,  Kirmington,  North 
Killingholme,  South  Killingholme,  Thornton  Curtis,  Ulceby  and 
Wootton.  These  Parishes  therefore  become  a Controlled  Area 
and  a licence  is  required  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
abstraction  of  Underground  water  for  purposes  other  than 
domestic  needs.
